Has Been Authorized

In Akron.

Committee From Street Railway Union
Makes Statement.

To the Citizens and Labor Organiza-
tions of Akron:

I't having been brought to the at-
tention of Akron Division No. 88,
A.A of 5. R. E. of A, that some
of Akron’s merchants had been pas-
sengers upon Big Consolidated cars,
and that, in consequenee, the Cleve-
land boycott was likely to extend to
Akron. the undersigned committes
was -appointed to investigate and
determine the facts.
